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Fake foods hurt 


farm markets! 


{* MAY COME as quite a jolt 

to you to hear that the foods 
you produce and market are— 
science has now discovered— 
seriously lacking in basic miner- 
als, vitamins, and other ingredi- 
ents required for adequate 
nutrition! 

Also, there’s more than just 
an outside possibility you your 
self may be contaminating the 
foods you produce! 


Is it true? Of course it 
isn’t. It’s pure nonsense! 


But for a growing group of 
concerns and individuals hawk- 
ing fake foods and a variety of 
nutritional supplements, it is 
highly profitable nonsense

“This is 

the ‘big lie’ 

of nutrition 

quackery. It is 

Larrick the theme song 

of a persistent propaganda cam- 
paign to destroy public confi- 
dence in the nutritional ade- 
quancy of staple foods, and 
thereby to ‘soften up the mar- 
ket’ for special dietary products. 

“The truth is, the American 
food supply is unsurpassed thru- 
out the world in both quantity 
and nutritional value. 

“What’s more,” Larrick adds, 
“important staple foods now 
contain added vitamins and min- 
erals under standards set by 
FDA. The so-called ‘protective 
foods’—fruits, leafy vegetables, 
dairy products, etc.—have be- 
come widely used in the national 
diet. 

“Persons in good health who 
eat a variety of foods have no 
need to worry about nutritional 
deficiencies. Foods, not pills, 
are the best source of vitamins 
minerals, and other nutrients.” 


Despite such assurances, 
food quacks continue their 
drive to switch consumers’ 
dollars from farm products 
to an endless number of 
substitutes and supple- 
ments. 


For the most part, their multi- 
million dollar pitch against the 
quality of farm products takes 
two tacks: 

“The first,” says FDA, “is the 
‘soil depletion myth.’ Many food 
supplements are promoted on 
the myth that our soils have 
become so depleted that the 
foods they produce no longer 
provide normal nourishment. 

“The truth is,” FDA counters, 
“that research has demonstrated 
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that the nutritional values of our 
crops are not significantly af- 
fected by either the soil or the 
kind of fertilizer used. Only the 
yield is affected.” 

The second myth advanced by 
many food supplements is that 
the increased use of chemicals, 
fertilizers and the like somehow 
“contaminates” farm products 
... that they are less “pure.” 

In addition, food quacks some- 
time peg their sales spiel on mis- 
representation of scientific re- 
search performed with livestock. 
“The shyster,” FDA says, “con- 
cludes that if a certain substance 
is found to be needed by some 
species of animal or even by 
plants, it must be needed by 
man, and immediately he offers 
a product on the market with 
extravagant claims. 

“A classic example is Vita 
min E. It is already so widely 
distributed in the diet that a 
deficiency is improbable.” 

Based on these myths and out- 
right lies, FDA officials have 
compiled this list of products 
and practices to beware of: 

“Shotgun” vitamin formulas: 

Food supplements that con- 
tain scores of different ingredi- 
ents are designed to impress 
only the gullible. Only 12 vita- 
mins and minerals are recog 
nized by nutritional experts as 
appropriate for a general food 
supplement. 

“Loaded” formulas: It is a 
waste of money and in some 
instances dangerous to use high 
potency vitamin preparations 
without medical supervision 

“Natural” and “organic” foods: 
In general these are no more 
wholesome than other foods 
Frequently they are an expen- 
sive source of nutritional factors 
which are readily available in 
ordinary foods costing much 
less. 

“Miracle” foods: FDA has 
found it necessary to warn the 
public not to rely on such food- 
cures as carrot juice for leu- 
kemia, powdered grapefruit for 
diabetes, apple cider vinegar as 
a general cure-all, and lecithin 
for coronary disease. 

The above list is far from all- 
inclusive. There are warnings, 
too, from FDA against (1) re- 
ducing pills (there is no pill 
which is effective and safe with- 
out medical supervision); (2) 
mail order nutritional supple- 
ments (quackery in this field is 
at an all-time high); (3) doorbell 
“doctors” (house to house vita- 
min peddlers); and (4) dozens of 
popular books now being sold 
on nutrition. 

Policing of such practices and 
products, FDA frankly admits, 
is difficult. The only effective 
counter-action is better public 
understanding.

was THE feed grain pro- 

gram a success or a failure? 
It appears to have been not very 
effective in cutting production— 
if you simply compare the 1960 
and 1961 corn crops. 

In U. S., the program is re- 
sponsible for an 18 percent cut 
in corn acreage. But the average 
yield is up 6 bushels. So the 
total crop was cut only 9 per- 
cent, according to October esti- 
mates. 

lowa farmers cut their corn 
plantings 17 percent. But a 
whopping boost in average yield 
of 9% bushels whittled down 
the cut in total bushels to 4% 
percent below last year. 


Why the disappointing 
cut in total production? 


USDA officials give unusually 
good weather credit for boosting 
yields 11 percent nationally and 
15 percent in lowa. They say 
the crop would have been com- 
pletely unmanageable if we had 
not had the government’s acre- 
age-cutting program. 

This theory has been vigor- 
ously challenged by American 
Farm Bureau Federation Presi- 
dent Charles B. Shuman. He 
calls the feed grain program “a 
billion dollar bust.” 

“As farmers reduced acreage 
planted in corn under the terms 
of the 1961 feed grain program,” 
Shuman says, “they used more 
fertilizer on the remaining acre- 
age and got record yields 

“The Department’s assump- 
tion that farmers would have 
produced more without the pro- 
gram is ridiculous,” Shuman be- 
lieves.

Should I breed my usual number of sows 
for March farrow in view of the price 
outlook ? 


KUTISH: Hogs are expected to remain 
the best market for corn in the next 
year—even tho they may average a 
little lower in price than for the past 
12 months.

My father is retiring and I am purchas- 
ing his 240-acre dairy farm on contract, 
which requires a minimum payment of 
$1,200 yearly to a maximum of $2,400. 
Total for farm, $40,000. Also rent 80 
acres. Total cropland 280 acres; 40 acres 
woodland. I am 32, married with boy, 
4, and girl, 1. Health good. I have 90 
cows, a good hired man. We must either 
build a new dairy setup or lose grade A. 
Remodeling is out. Should we: (1) go to 
loose type housing; (2) stanchion with 
parlor; (3) remodel present 
buildings either to handle beef cow herd 
and sell feeders; or (4) raise heifers to 
sell just before fall freshing?

BoTtTuM: Go tof#loose-type housing and 
continue with dairy cows. 

HALL: I wonder if you can’t remodel 
your present building to use for loose 
housing and feeding. And build a new 
milking parlor. Stay with your 90 
cows and maybe more. 

DOWELL: Go to loose type housing at 
the lowest cost while you still are in 
debt. 

KuTISH: Loose housing gives you the 
most flexibility. You can easily con- 
vert to cattle feeding or raising dairy 
heifers later if you want to switch 
when you get older and want to cut 
down on chores. Beef cows will re- 
duce your income too much now—you

don’t get a fast enough turnover on 
your capital. At your stage you need 
more income, 


Summing up: Stay with those dairy cows 
and go the loose housing route. 


lam renting a good 240-acre farm. I can 
rent an equally good 400-acre farm. I 
have the money to buy the extra ma- 
chinery, but it will involve a full-time 
hired man. Will I be money ahead to 
make the change? 


DOWELL: Depends upon whether you 
can keep that hired man busy at 
profitable work during the winter 
when you are not in the field. Maybe 
he can get work in town during the 
winter. 

HALL: Rent the larger farm and hire a 
good man. You should double your 
present net farm income. 

BoTTuM: The answer depends upon 
whether you are good enough operator 
to manage yourself and the hired man 
too. If so, rent the 400-acre farm and 
hire a good man. It should add to 
your net farm income. 

KUTISH: It takes a better manager to 
operate a two-man farm than where 
you just have to figure out things for 
yourself. But the farm management 
records from all the midwestern states 
show that a well-managed 400-acre 
farm—even with a hired man—will 
earn more than a 240-acre farm. 


Summing up: Go ahead, if you can find 
a good man and can successfully man- 
age his work, 


I rent 320 acres, 220 in crops. I am 
29 years old. Much of my machinery is 
just fair and often breaks down. I netted 
$3,000 last year and $5,000 in 1959. I had 
a nervous breakdown last year and don’t 
feel too good. My landlady won't fix any- 
thing. Should I quit and go out of farm- 
ing, rent another place, or go along with 
the present setup? I’ve done nothing but 
farm all my life. 


BOTTUM: Rent another place where the 
landlord is willing to cooperate with 
needed farm facilities. 

HALL: You might find yourself in worse 
physical shape if you sell out and take 
some semi-skilled city job. You really 
are not doing too badly. If dissatisfied 
with your present landlady, rent 
another farm. 

DOWELL: You are making a pretty good 
income compared with a town job; so 
go ahead and go along with your 
present setup. A town job probably 
wouldn’t net you as much money, after 
all expenses are paid. Try to make a 
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pretty good show for good crops and 
livestock next year and this probably 
will help you to find another farm of 
equal size and quality owned by a land- 
lord who will be a little more reason- 
able and easier on your nervous sys- 
tem. But first you will have to make 
a good show where you are before you 
will be able to rent another good farm. 
KuTIisH: I’d rank quitting farming as 
your poorest choice. If you can find 
another farm of equal quality, move. 
But don’t burn your bridges behind 
you with your present landlady until 
you do find another you like as well. 


Summing up: These problems in human 
relationships between landlord and ten- 
ant are never easily solved. 


How much should a feeder who is feed- 
ing cattle on contract receive per pound 
of gain? 


BOTTUM: From 20 to 25 cents a pound, 
depending upon weight and amount of 
finish put on. Costs are higher for 
heavier weights and higher grades of 
finish. 

DOWELL: Depends on whether you are 
feeding calves, yearlings or 2-year-old 
cattle. Also on whether the contract 
requires grading up, or just putting on 
weight. Feeding contracts are written 
up in many different ways. But prob- 
ably the fairest way is to feed for the 
gain times the selling price. Then the 
man who owns the cattle will get any 
increase in price due to grading on 
the initial weight. Shipping costs, 
death losses and veterinary expenses 
should be split 50-50. 

KUTISH: Depends upon the weight of 
cattle. Calves fed out to choice grade 
probably should carry a payment of 
about 20 cents a pound for the gain. 
Yearlings, about 23 or 24. 

HALL: To cover feed costs, overhead, 
and a return for labor, you should 
have 22 to 24 cents a pound for the 
gain. 


Summing up: There are a lot of things 
to consider here.

N THE LAST ISSUE we noted that two 

SUI economists were not particularly 
upset with the movement of people out 
of lowa. So a report from Minnesota on 
the same topic caught our eye 

Rural Sociologist Marvin J. Taves says 
there’s no doubt that a community be- 
comes a less desirable place to live when 
outmigration prevents it from growing 
With a declining population, it can’t com- 
pete successfully for the services of able 
ioctol teachers, ministe1 and others 
Outmigration tends to reduce family 
contacts, so family tradition and values 
nay be lost. Also, says Taves, the young- 
ster who leaves his community at age 18 
is considered to be worth about $20,000 
the cost to rear him. The loss of his po- 
tential earning power to the community 
is estimated at some 5 to 10 times that 
sum or $100,000 to $200,000.

A TENSE atmosphere of dynamic, 


drastic, and rapid change today per- 
meates three-fourths of the world,” says 
Chester Bowles, Undersecretary of State. 

We feel that Bowles drew an interesting 
picture of the world situation at a state 
department briefing session recently in 
Kansas City. The revolutionary changes 
now underway are behind much of the 
tension and unrest in the world, he says, 
which seriously threaten our way of life. 

The first change is the political, social, 
economic, and cultural upheaval that is 
sweeping Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 
Millions of people who once knew life 
only as an endless cycle of poverty, op- 
pression, ignorance, and disease found out 
that better lives are possible. 

From four independent nations in 1945, 
Africa has grown to 29. Never before in 
history have so many countries won in- 
dependence in such a short time with so

Raise Sights on Farm Size 


HE HIGH-POWERED TRACTORS of 
recent years have played hob with 
ISU figures on optimum farm size. 

An lowa State University study made 
in 1950 showed that most of the advan- 
tages of size in crop production were 
reached at around 240 acres. The figure 
has been widely quoted. It was a com- 
forting one for many of us who fear an 
industrialized agriculture. 

But in 1950, most farms were powered 
with 2 and 3-plow tractors with 25 to 35 
horsepower. Now, tractors with 35 h.p. 
are at the small end of most manu- 
facturers’ lines. And the big volume of 
sales are in 3-4 bottom units with 50 h.p 
or more. Field equipment has grown 
bigger in the same proportion 

In a new study, ISU economists found 
that cropping efficiency improved signifi- 
cantly up to around 350 acres 

“Our study indicates that, with the 
capacity of machinery now available, lowa 
farms of 320 to 350 crop acres probably 
have a considerable cost advantage over 
smaller farms,”’ Economists Earl O. Heads 
and Ronald D. Krenz conclude 

“Slight cost savings are possible fo1 
even larger farms For practical pur- 
poses, farms larger than 350 crop acres 
probably have about the same cost per 
dollar of crops produced.” 

The largest units used in the study 
were 4-plow tractors with 6-row equip- 
ment. It may be reasonable to assume 
that considerably more land is needed 
to make most efficient use of 5-6 bottom 
tractors and 8-row equipment.

little bloodshed. And people in these 
struggling and unstable new nations have 
won a degree of independence the Com- 
munists cannot accept. 

The second important change in world 
affairs is the rise of the Soviet Union to 
a place of enormous power. The highly 
industrialized Communist state is work- 
ing hard to bring other nations under its 
tight totalitarian control. 

Third major change is the development 
of Communist China—a dynamic, land- 
hungry, resource-hungry nation of explod- 
ing population with a clear goal of ex- 
pansion thru aggression. 

Fourth development is the scientific 
revoluation that has taken place in arma- 
ments, which largely grew out of the three 
other developments. Nuclear achieve- 
ments have, for the first time, brought 
the destruction of civilization into the 
realm of real possibility. 
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This surge for larger farm units to 
lower unit production costs is drama- 
tically shown in census figures. 

Between 1949 and 1959, we had a 64 
percent increase in the number of farms 
with gross sales of more than $10,000 
Farms in this group accounted for 40 
percent of the farms in U. S. in 1959, 
versus only 15 percent in 1949. 


Does this mean that good 160 to 
240 acre cornbelt farms are doomed?

They’re useful in pointing out 
trends and setting guidelines. But they 
don’t take into account such things as 
livestock production and individual ini- 
tiative and enterprise.

(1) You can get, say, 50 cents a bushel 
above market price for your corn by mar- 
keting it thru well-handled livestock 
This advantage will easily “bury” a 5- 
cent-per-bushel disadvantage in corn pro- 
duction costs (the most you are likely to 
have) 

2) If you are 
and willing to avoid “overpowering” you! 
farm, you can hold per unit costs neat 
the optimum on farms much smaller tha 
the optimum size. This means buying 
used machinery at times, keeping repalr 
costs low by careful maintenance, the 
use of joint ownership on some large 
equipment such as combines, balers, and 
forage harvesters, and/or the use of some 
custom services.

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THIS IS THE season for farm outlook 
reports. Economists from all over U. S. 
take part in the annual Outlook Confer- 
ence this month in Washington, D.C. And 
most of them make their own forecasts 
before they go. 


WE’RE WAITING until our Jan. 6 issue 
for a comprehensive article on the 1962 
outlook. Then we can utilize the latest 
data. But I don’t see any drastic changes 
in the farm situation for next year. 


HOG PROFITS should be almost as 
good as in 1961. Cattle feeding may be 
a bit better. Egg prices will slip a bit, 
but not back to the low 1959 levels. Lamb 
prices should improve sharply after stay- 
ing in the doldrums most of this year 


DAIRYING is running into overproduc- 
tion troubles rapidly. Government sup- 
ports will set the floor for manufacturing 
milk, but troubles are looming ahead 
Mounting surpluses are pushing blend 
prices down. Dairymen with large breeds 
can boost their income by feeding out 
their steer calves if they have the feed 
and labor.

And now, another big push forward is being initiated jointly by the Iowa 
Swine Producers Association and member county associations thruout the 


state. 


“We're planning to get projects such as hog cholera eradication, quality 
improvement, and promotion coordinated into a statewide effort,” says state 


association president Bernard Collins of Wright county. 


“A long range 


program is now being drawn up that will help point the direction for future 


activities.” 


As a result of recent efforts, a brochure has been prepared by the state 
association for use in county groups. The brochure lays out a plan of 
action and tells the success that other county associations have had with 


certain projects. lowa’s county swine associations have not been asleep in 
the past.

“I think the county swine associations 
are going to have a big hand in deciding 
the future of the swine industry,” says 
Bill Sayer, Warren county, state vice pres- 
ident. “This old adage that the farmer 
just produces pork for someone else to 
sell is fast becoming a thing of the past 

“Each producer’s daily actions tend to 
affect the future of the whole industry.” 

Here’s a spot check of county swine 
association activities around Iowa. (Only 
some of each county’s activities are 
shown.) 


Adair county —A pie-baking contest 
using lard is an annual feature. Fifty- 
three pies were entered in this year’s 
contest. And at auction, they netted $243 
tor the association—the top selling pie 
brought $17. 

Benton county—Pig feeding tests are 
one of the most recent inovations. The 
tests are designed to point out the ad- 
vantages of using production tested breed- 
ing stock. In most recent trials, pigs from 
production tested stock returned a profit 
of $1.40 per pig over the untested group. 

Rounding up runt pigs is one approach 
used to raise money. In the last financial 
drive, runt pigs and money donations by 
producers amounted to about $1,400. 

Black Hawk county—tThe swine associa- 
tion has set up a production testing serv- 
ice for swine producers. The service in- 
cludes the probing and weighing of breed- 
ing stock 

Clayton county—A ‘“Pork-A-Cue” is an 
annual event. Attendance runs around 
1,200 to 1,300 each time 
The Pork-A-Cue takes the place of the 
annual banquet and is held at the fair- 
grounds where entertainment may include 
calf roping, greased pig contests, tractor 
rodeos, tractor pulling contests, etc. 

Jasper county—Starting this year, a

Louisa county—In the countywide Pork 
Queen Contest, several attractive young 
ladies compete yearly for the local crown. 
Winners from the county contest go on to 
compete for the state title. 

Highway signs promoting pork are also 
a project. Three signs are maintained on 
the borders of the county by association 
members. 

Lyon county—A County Master Swine 
Producers Contest is one of the annual 
activities. Winners are honored at the 
annual county swine meeting each No- 
vember 

The Lyon county swine association is 
unique in that it laps over into Minnesota. 
In fact, one of the directors is from that 
state. 

Seott county—-The Spring Market Hog 
Show and Contest held at the Mississippi 
Valley Fairgrounds each March draws 
600-700 hogs from eastern Iowa and 
western Illinois. 

The swine association is responsible for 
the entire physical operation of the event 
including planning the show, collecting 
premiums, and weighing and registering 
hogs to be shown. 

Warren county—Spectator judging was 
the feature of this year’s carcass contest. 
Anyone who chose could try to pick the 
top 10 hogs of those shown. The person 
coming closest to the correct 1 thru 10 
carcass placing was awarded a $5 prize. 

Wright county—Capacity crowds num- 
bering more than 400 people are the rule 
rather than the exception at the County 
Swine Producers Annual Banquet. 

Brucellosis control is another project. 
Purebred producers are striving to see 
that all stock herds in the county are ac- 
credited free of brucellosis.

LEPTOSPIROSIS (lepto) in your 
cattle may present a hazard to 
your family’s health. A recent 
Ohio study cites the danger of 
infection when even a single 
cow in the herd has lepto. 

Sources of infection on the 
farm are numerous: drinking 
warm raw fresh milk, cleaning 
the barn, milking cows, swim- 
ming in contaminated water, or 
even walking barefoot in barn- 
yards. 

The report also indicated a 
possibility that dogs may carry 
one strain of lepto. Further 
study along this line was sug- 
gested. 

Symptoms of lepto in cattle 
include fever, abortion, depres- 
sion, anemia, yellowish skin, de- 
creased milk production, and in- 
terrupted breeding schedules 

Antibiotics can keep infected 
animals from becoming carriers 
if treatment is started soon 
enough. 

Generally, it’s wiser to try to 
prevent the disease than to de- 
pend on treatment. Preventive 
practices include isolating sick 
animals, controlling rodents, 
practicing good sanitation, and 
re-vaccinating at 6 month inter- 
vals until animals are lepto-free. 

Good sanitation is a major 
point because the _ disease 
spreads most rapidly in low, 
damp areas where water ac- 
cumulates. Feed and watering 
facilities should also be ar- 
ranged so they are not likely to 
be contaminated with urine

Dr. John Herrick, lowa State 
University veterinarian, says 
that 307,494 calves were vacci- 
nated against brucellosis last 
year.

“This means that cattle own- 
ers are not vaccinating nearly 
enough herd replacements,” 
says Herrick.

Reports good results 
with minimum tillage 


To the Editor: We were inter- 
ested in your report on Roswell 
Garst’s experience with mini- 
mum tillage. Our own experi- 
ence is similar. 

Last year we tried rotary 
tillage, and we liked it well 
enough to use it entirely on 192 
acres of corn ground last spring. 
We use a Rotavator, a machine 
developed in England. We had 
two 4-bottom plows; have sold

one and the other is for sale. 

Much of our soil is Clyde silty- 
clay loam and hard to plow in 
the spring. But the tiller handles 
it. We applied starter fertilizer 
and aldrin with the planter, and 
then side-dressed with anhy- 
drous ammonia, 94 pounds per 
acre after the corn was up. We 
aimed for about 18,000 stalks 
per acre. 

One rotary hoeing, one spray- 
ing with 2,4-D, and one cultiva- 
tion followed. Yields up to 140 
bushels per acre were secured. 

This fall we are following the 
corn combine immediately with 
the stalk shredder. In the spring 
will experiment with the Gra- 
ham plow as well as the Rota- 
vator to see which one handles 
the ground best. 

We will use more Atrazine as 
soon as the cost is somewhat 
less. On 5 or 6 acres where we 
used it the results looked good

SOYBEAN PRODUCERS may 

soon be able to sell beans to 
local feed mills, according to 
USDA poultry researchers. The 
beans would then be cooked and 
used unextracted in mixed poul- 
try feeds.

Gol INSECTICIDES applied 
* ahead of planting time and 
disked in have become major 
weapons in the control of insects 
that attack corn below the sur- 
face. Now, entomologists at mid- 
western universities have found 
that aldrin and heptachlor are 
equally effective when they’re 
applied during the winter. 


Big advantage in winter 
application is that the chem- 
icals do not require mechan- 
ical mixing with the soil as 
in the springtime. 


Explains extension entomo- 
logist Harold Gunderson of lowa 
State University: ‘Presumably 
freezing and thawing action 
tends either to incorporate the 
insecticide into the soil, or to 
adsorb it onto soil particles so 
there is no loss.”’ 

Soil insecticides applied in the 
spring must be disked or spring- 
toothed into the soil immediate 
ly or as soon as possible after 
application. Why? 
drin and heptachlor evaporate 
when exposed to temperatures 
of 70 degrees F. or above 

In April, air temperatures are 
likely to be in the 50’s or 60's 
gut the black soil absorbs heat 
and may be as much as 30 de- 
grees warmer. Thus, if aldrin or 
heptachlor are applied and al- 
lowed to lay exposed on the 
surface, they evaporate rather 
rapidly (one-half potency loss in 
8 hours in one Iowa State ex- 
periment). The vapors are car- 
ried away by wind 

When the chemicals are mixed 
into the soil, they are no longer 
exposed to moving air. They 
evaporate and the heavier-than- 
air vapors migrate slowly down- 
ward in the soil. 

In spring months the chemi- 
cals may be applied in spray or 
granular form. But winter ap- 
plication requires the granular 
or dry forms of the chemicals. 

Iowa State conducted tests in 
different parts of the state, com- 
paring yields on fields of second 
and third-year corn with winter 
application, spring application 
(disked in immediately), and un- 
treated checks. Application rates 
were the same — one pound 
actual aldrin or heptachlor per 
acre. 

In Cherokee county, corn 
treated with the soil insecticides 
the winter of 1960-61, yielded 
an average of 107 bushels. Corn 
that had received the chemical 
treatment in spring, 1961, aver- 
aged 105 bushels. Check plots 
in the trials yielded 99.7 bushels. 

In Clinton county, cornland 
treated in winter made a 145.5- 
bushel average, while spring- 
treated plots hit just under 141. 
The Clinton county check plots 
that were untreated yielded 127 
bushels. 

If you figure corn at $1 a 
bushel, and cost for the chemi- 
cal treatment at $1 per pound, 


Secause al 
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the Clinton county treatments 
boosted net income at least $13 
per acre over untreated land. 

Gunderson says that the dif- 
ference in yields between the 
winter-treated corn and spring- 
treated corn is not great enough 
to be significant. 

Nor were there significant dif- 
ferences when the winter appli- 
cation was made on stalkfields 
or ground that had been fall 
plowed. 


“We're recommending winter 
application of aldrin or hepta- 
chlor on level or gently rolling 
fields between Dec. 15 and 
March 15,” says Gunderson. 

“Observations this year indi- 
cate that the success of both 
winter and spring treatment de- 
pends on careful application of 
the chemical. We urge farmers 
to hire only conscientious oper- 
ators with good equipment made 
specifically for the purpose,” 


points out Gunderson. 

If you apply either chemical 
yourself, read the directions on 
the label and follow them at all 
times. And make sure your 
equipment is in top working 
condition. 


When applying aldrin or 
heptachior in winter use 
only granular or dry fertili- 
zer mixtures. 


Recommended rate of appli- 
cation for Iowa is one pound of 
actual aldrin or heptachlor per 
acre except on first year corn 
following sod. On first year 
corn following sod, apply 2 
pounds of actual aldrin or hep- 
tachlor per acre.

Small boom in 
sugar beets 


The Cuban situation is even 


being felt in northern lowa 


NV ORE MONEY in beets than 
corn? Several northern lowa 
and southern Minnesota farmers 
are apt to tell you so. A visit 
with John Oliver, agricultural 
representative for the American 
Crystal Sugar Company, Mason 
City, lowa, adds more emphasis 
Says Oliver, “We have figures 
which show you can double your 
income by growing beets instead 
of corn.” 

lowa beet growers are enjoy 
ing a good year, but there aren’t 
many of them. “We've got about 
30 Iowa farmers raising beets,’ 
says Oliver. “Most of our 150 
growers are in Minnesota.”’ 

Iowa produces only 1,700 
acres of beets. And that’s con- 
centrated in just four counties 
—Cerro Gordo, Hancock, Winne 
bago, and Kossuth. But that’s 
350 acres more than we grew in 
1960. 


State ASC official Clarence 
Schwebke explains, “Because of 
the situation in Cuba (formerly 
a major source of sugar), USDA 
removed restrictions on acre- 
ages this year. But didn’t expect 
much of an acreage boost in 
Iowa because of the cost of get- 
ting started in the beet business. 

Prior to 1961, beet acres were 
tightly controlled. “Each state 
received an allotment of so 
many acres,” states Schwebke. 
“These allotments were then dis- 
tributed to growers based on 
past cropping history, much as 
any other crop.” 

Now, with no _ restrictions, 
growers are free to plant as 
many acres as they wish. Pro- 
cessing plants still have market 
quotas on their production, tho. 
So before a grower decides on 
beets, he should first be sure of 
his market. 

Whether or not there will be 
restrictions on the 1962 crop is 
still unknown. According to 
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Schwebke, this matter will not 
be decided until Congress re- 
convenes next January. 

Why are beet growers en- 
thused about this year’s crop? 
Mainly because, like any other 
crop, weather conditions have 
been ideal. And this is even 
more critical with beets since 
they require a 5-month season. 

Beet prices are largely based 
upon sugar content. Too much 
rain during the growing season, 
or late planting, tend to reduce 
sugar. This was the case in 
1959 and 1960. But this year, 
everything looks good. Both 
sugar content and total tonnage 
per acre are up 

One ton of beets yields rough- 
ly 250 pounds of sugar. Sugar 
content varies from 12-18 per- 
cent. 

Improved seed and better pro- 
duction methods share part of 
the credit for improved yields, 
too. Oliver estimates the north- 
ern lowa growers will push aver- 
age yields up to 15 tons per acre. 

What’s the price? This year, 
$12.50-$13 per ton. That’s push- 
ing gross income up around 
$200 per acre. 

How about costs of raising 
beets? “We figure right at $100 
per acre,” says Ed Schick, Cerro 
Gordo county farmer. 

Schick is growing 185 acres of 
beets this year. Last year he 
had 155 acres. In 1956, he 
“tried” 2 acres. 

“They’re not necessarily hard- 
er to raise than corn, but you’ve 
got to stay right with beets thru- 
out the season,” declares Schick. 

Oliver adds, “I’d say you have 
to farm a little bit better to 
raise beets than corn. There’s 
no time for fishing trips between 
cultivations.” 

Schick figures a 10-ton yield 
is needed to break even, but is

counting on an 18-ton average 
this year. His biggest worry— 
weather during harvesting sea- 
son. 

Beet production is pretty well 
mechanized now. But hand labor 
is still used for thinning and 
weeding in the row. Most grow- 
ers hire a Mexican family of six 
to eight persons to take care of 
this work for a 2-month period. 
But improved seed and chemical 
herbicides are likely to elimi- 
nate this task, also. 

“Average beet acreage of our 
growers is about 65-70 acres 
per farm,” says Oliver. “But we 
recommend 75-80 acres for new 
growers. You'll need that kind 
of acreage to justify some of 
the equipment needed for grow- 
ing beets.” 


Schick says his investment in 
equipment runs right at $20,000. 
That includes a couple of trucks 
for transporting beets to the 
plant. Big item is his 3-row dig- 
ger, which carries a $10,000 
price tag. Joint ownership of 
equipment is a common way for 
growers to reduce this invest- 
ment. 

The lifting of acreage allot- 
ments is having quite an effect 
on the Mason City plant. To fill 
their new sugar quota, they’re 
boosting production to 185,000 
tons this year. Last year, 94,000 
tons were processed. Most of 
the additional tonnage comes 
from Minnesota growers. 


The plant employs 320. Many 
are local farmers who find the 
seasonal job doesn’t upset their 
farming program too much. Its 
daily payroll measures about $6,- 
500 this season. 

Plant manager M. C. Larsen 
states, “We ran for only 45 days 
last year. This year it looks like 
we'll be going at it for 100 days. 
That’s enough to have quite an 
impact on our local economy.”

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Tips for 


Controlling worms 
in livestock 


‘TEPPING up your livestock 
internal parasite control now 
will help reduce problems that 
might arise later on. One of the 
first steps to control is a well- 
planned program using modern 
treatments and practices. 

You can find out how heavily 
infested your livestock are by 
taking a sample of droppings to 
a veterinarian. He'll run tests 
and tell you whet) er or not you 
need to worm. This lets you 
know for sure if you have a 
problem before you spend the 
money for worming compounds. 

Here’s a round-up of some of 
the treatments and practices you 
can follow to clean up worm in- 
fested livestock, as suggested by 
Iowa State University extension 
veterinarians John Herrick and 
Maynard Spear. 


\ 


HOGS 


General recommendations call 
for worming sows at breeding 
time. However, they can be 
wormed up to 30 days before 
farrowing. 

Pigs should be at least 8-9 
weeks old before the first worm- 
ing. After that, they may be 
wormed each 50-60 days as re- 
quired. 

Sodium fluoride is a good 
wormer if used right. Toxicity 
may cause trouble if feed and 
wormer isn’t properly mixed. 
You can either mix 99 parts 
feed to 1 part sodium fluoride 
and feed it for 24 hours or mix 
199 parts feed with 1 part sodi- 
um fluoride and feed it for 48 
hours. The 24-hour method is 
preferred for older hogs and 
48-hour method preferred for 
younger pigs. 

After the sodium fluoride mix- 
ture has been fed for the pre- 
scribed time, it should be re- 
moved from feeders and stored 
in a dry container for future 
use. Feed mixture dry. DON’T 
FEED IT AS SLOP—pigs may 
over-eat on slop. 

Piperazine may be adminis- 
tered in either the feed or water. 
Regardless of the method, small 
amounts of the carrier material 
should be used so the pigs will 
eat or drink the recommended 
dosage of piperazine in a couple 
of hours. Then, animals should 
not receive any additional feed 
or water until 2 to 3 hours after 
treatment. 

With either sodium fluoride 
or piperazine it’s well to make 
pigs somewhat thirsty or hungry 
so they’ll consume the worming 
mixture readily. 

Hygromycin is also used for 
worm control. It is generally 
fed over a period of time to 
keep down worm infestations. 
Like other wormers, it should 
be fed according to directions. 
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CATTLE 


Phenothiazine is effective 
against roundworms in cattle. 
Recommended dosages often are 
given on the basis of 10-20 
grams of microsized phenothi- 
azine per 100 pounds of body 
weight up to a maximum of 60 
grams per animal. Treatment is 
usually repeated in 21 days as 
the drug is ineffective against 
immature worms. 

When cattle can’t be dosed 
individually, herd treatment can 
be administered by mixing 
phenothiazine with the feed. 
One recommended action is to 
mix it with feed at the rate of 
10 milligrams of phenothiazine 
per pound of feed. Then, the 
mixture is fed at the rate of 2 
pounds per head daily until 
proper dosage is given. 

Other worming agents for cat- 
tle are copper sulfate, Di-Phen- 
tane-70 and Hexachlorethane. 
Copper sulfate is_ effective 
against both round and tape- 
worms. Di-Phentane-70 is effec- 
tive against tapeworms and 
Hexachlorethane is effective 
against flukes. 


SHEEP 


A regular worming schedule 
is probably the best approach to 
controlling internal parasites in 
the farm ewe flock. 

Researchers recommend a 
schedule _ three-times-per-year 
worming for the ewe flock. This 
includes a mid-summer worm- 
ing with copper sulfate; a late 
fall worming, when ewes come 
in for the winter, with micro- 
sized phenothiazine; and anoth- 
er worming before going to 
pasture using microsized pheno- 
thiazine. 

The alternating of phenothi- 
azine and copper sulfate is 
supposed to help prevent a 
buildup of resistance in worms. 
In addition, some folks like to 
slip in one worming a year using 
lead arsenate for tapeworms. 

Early lambs don’t usually need 
worming, but late lambs may. 
If late lambs appear wormy, a 
treatment with half the ewe 
worming dosage about July first 
and each 45-60 days thereafter 
controls worms. 

Rotating pastures, removing 
manure and grading lots, clean- 
ing and disinfecting sleeping 
quarters (particularly farrowing 
houses), and good nutrition are 
some ways to support a livestock 
worm control program. 

Many worming agents appear 
on the market under brand 
names as well as ingredient 
names. Either your local feed 
dealer, druggist, or veterinarian 
will probably be able to help 
you choose the product for the 
job you have to do.

Better prospects 
for lamb feeders? 


By Dick Hagen 
(CORNBELT LAMB feeders 
have taken it on the chin 
the past couple of years. But 
current outlook information 
points to better market pros- 
pects for 1962. 

Why? There’s a variety of 
reasons. One is the fact that 
this year’s lamb crop measures 
only one percent larger than 
1960. Yearly U. S. population 
growth averages about 2% per- 
cent. So here’s a significant lag 
between lamb production and 
potential new consumers. 

Also, there’s a likelihood that 
more of the ewe end of this 
year’s crop will go for flock re- 
placement. The net result is 
that sheep and lamb production 
for this season should be no 
greater than last year. 

Another item is the heavy 
slaughter runs so far this year. 
Lamb and sheep slaughter for 
the first 6 months of 1961 
totaled 8.6 million head. This 
was 13 percent above a year ago 

Adding up means lamb sup- 
plies per person are bound to 
be below 1960-61. This doesn’t 
necessarily guarantee a better 
market for lamb tho. Increased 
competition from red meats, 
turkeys, and broilers will con- 
tinue to be a big factor. 

Inshipments of stocker and 
feeder lambs to the eight corn- 
belt states are down consider- 
ably since July. Movement for 


July, August, and September 


was off 13 percent. These 3 
months traditionally show the 
heaviest movements of feeder 
lambs into midwest states. 

So it’s apparent that not only 
are the supplies questionable, 
but cornbelt feeders (at least up 
till now), have shown a decided 
lack of interest in refilling their 
fields and lots. 

Feeder prices have been some- 
what more favorable so far this 
season. For instance, Texas 
lambs were moving at 12-13 
cents. Feeder stock from the 
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mountain ranges of Colorado, 
Montana, and Wyoming has been 
moving at $13.50 to $15.50 

Feeder lambs traditionally sell 
at a negative margin (spread be- 
tween’ current prices per hun- 
dred pounds on feeders and 
slaughter lambs) wwhenever the 
price of slaughter lambs is be- 
low the cost of adding gain. 
Idea here is for the gain in 
price from feeder purchase to 
slaughter market to offset the 
feeding costs 

Last year, the negative mar- 
gin averaged between 50 cents 
and $1. This year, choice slaugh- 
ter lambs are priced lower and 
feed costs higher. This means 
the negative margin must be 
wider than last year to maintain 
the usual relationship. 

This is the angle that Grundy 
county feeder W. L. Moody is 
counting on. He bought 900 
Montana lambs. Averaging 69 
pounds, they cost $15.50 laid in. 
That includes freight trucking, 
facing, tagging, and vaccination 
fer overeating. 

Explains Moody, ‘This fall, it 
looks like you can buy lambs 
right. Fat lamb price is above 
the feeder price—this is where 
your best chance for profits lie.” 

The Waterloo fat lamb mar- 
ket was $16.50 when Moody got 
his lambs on feed. He held them 
in drylot for 8-10 days, then 
turned the flock on stalkfields. 

They'll soon be back in drylot 
as fields run out. He hopes to 
market them by Jan. 15. 

J. Marvin Skadberg, Iowa 
State extension economist, sug- 
gests that lamb prices should 
show a seasonal rise in January 
and February, climbing above 
$18 to $19. 

All this makes light lambs 
on a delayed program look best. 
You can get cheap gains on stalk 
and stubble fields, then grain 
feed for mid-winter sale. 

Summing up—no great profits 
in sight, but more than enough 
to pay for your time.

Q: Why have I had so 
much founder in my feeder 
cattle the last 2 years when 
I am feeding the same as 
always? 

A: The disease, Virus Diar- 
rhea, has been shown to produce 
laminitis or founder. Possibly, 
clinical cases of this disease ex- 
ist in your feeders 


Q: I have a valuable bull 
that has not settled a cow to 
my knowledge. He did well 
last year. Could it be him 
or the cows? 


A: The only way to tell is to 
have a veterinarian conduct a 
semen examination. Semen can 
readily be collected by means of 
an artificial vagina or an electro- 
ejaculator. Then a_ detailed 
microscopic semen examination 
can be made. If this appears 
satisfactory, then possibly it 
could be the cows 

In this case the trouble prob- 
ably would be disease. It is 
doubtful if a nutrient deficiency 
would be involved. However, it 
is rare that any disease prevents 
all cows from settling. So rectal 
examination should be made on 
females to determine whether 
pregnant and whether or not 
disease exists. 


Q: Where can I go to get 
feed tested? 

A: There are many commer- 
cial analytical laboratories in 
the state. The State Chemist in 
Des Moines can assist you. 
Write: State Chemist, State 
House, Des Moines, Iowa. 


7 pigs that are 
left out of 152 that my vet- 
erinarian says are dying 
from cholera. He said those 
left may die, too. I vacci- 
nated these pigs myself with 

a good product. The pigs ap- 

peared healthy but did have 

the scours immediately 
after vaccination. How can 

I find out what is wrong? 

A: It appears that whatever 
is wrong with them, it has taken 
its toll. It does sound like chol- 
era. I would believe my veteri- 
narian, but if you desire to sub- 
stantiate his diagnosis, you can 
take some of the pigs to the 
Veterinary Diagnostic Labora- 
tory at Iowa State University 
for post mortems. 

Hogs that are vaccinated can 
get cholera. The fact they 
scoured after vaccination indi- 
cates they were harboring a dis- 
ease which may have limited the 
protection you were trying to 
give. This is more proof that 
we shouldn’t expect protection 
when sick hogs are vaccinated. 
However, we must continue to 
vaccinate healthy pigs so that 
the level of cholera infection 
does decrease.

OAST TURKEY is as American as 

Plymouth Rock or Indians. It has be- 
come synonymous with Thanksgiving all 
over the country. But it has extra signifi- 
cance in the areas where these turkeys 
are produced. 

“We like turkey and eat it often,” says 
Mrs. Howard Pearson, Hamilton county, 
Iowa. “Not only because we are turkey- 
raisers, but because it’s good.” 

Jean Pearson reflects the attitude of a 
good many farm families in and around 
Ellsworth, where one of Iowa’s largest 
turkey processing plants is located. 

Turkeys are big business in this area, 
over a million are produced and processed 
within a radius of 20 miles. Stop at a 
restaurant in Ellsworth and you can 
order turkey every day. Turkey is served 
at church and community dinners and 
many homemakers, like Jean Pearson, 
have developed some mighty fine turkey 
recipes. 

Not too long ago a turkey dinner meant 
a holiday meal—Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas, New Year’s Day. It was generally a 
big tom weighing 15 pounds or more. 


The biggest demand for turkey is 
still around the holiday season, but 
it is a year around product just as 
available as chicken or pork. 


Besides the whole turkeys, some mar- 
kets carry turkey steaks and turkey rolls. 
These are made up of both white and 
dark meat that has been boned, blended, 
cubed, and frozen. 

Popular in the Ellsworth area is a 
sandwich spread made from the meat off 
turkey necks. It is cooked, ground, sea- 
soned with pepper, salt, lemon juice, and 
mayonnaise 

A trip thru a turkey processing plant 
like the one at Ellsworth, is an enlighten- 
ing experience for those of us who pur- 
chase our turkeys in a local market. 

During the busy season, which lasts 
from August to early in January, the plant 
employs 265 local people—mostly farm 
women. Turkeys are unloaded from trucks 
at one entrance, an hour later they have 
gone thru a long assembly line and are 
clean, eviscerated, and packaged. 
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Women, who do much of the work on 
the line, are dressed in clean white sweat- 
shirts and pink plastic cover-all aprons. 
Their hair is neatly tucked under hairnets. 
They too, are proud of the product the 
plant turns out. 

Most of the turkeys from the Ellsworth 
plant are shipped east but much is con- 
sumed locally. “In the last month,” says 
Jean, “I have prepared turkey steaks for 
two people, hot turkey sandwiches for 45 
people, roast turkey for a dinner party of 
16, and turkey and dressing for five. 

“The steaks were made from a 30-pound 
tom, I used a 23-pound tom for the crowd 
of 45, a 12-pound hen for the dinner 
party, and a fryer-roaster for our family.” 

Mrs. Pearson feels that many women 
overestimate the amount of work in- 
volved in roasting a large tom turkey. It’s 
just as easy, she says, as slipping a roast 
in the oven. 

Mrs. Pearson has her own method and 
here is how she does it: “I put the turkey 
in an open pan, breast side down after 
seasoning it with salt. It is roasted slowly 

at 250 degrees—30 minutes a pound for 
a 10-pound turkey, 25 minutes for a 15- 
pound bird, and 20 minutes per pound fo: 
a 20-pounder.” Mrs. Pearson says she 
does no wrapping in cloth or aluminum 
foil and she needs do no basting or watch- 
ing 

Jean, like many other homemakers, 
likes to plan her Sunday dinner so the 
family can eat as soon as possible when 
they get home after church. 

She likes to put a 6-pound fryer, roaster 
(young and very tender) in the oven before 
she leaves. The turkey is placed on a rack 
in an open, flat pan, breast side down 

Jean sets her oven at 250 degrees and 
slips the turkey into the oven as she leaves 
the house at 9:30. “It’s done to perfection 
when we get home at 12:30.” 

If you buy your turkey frozen, get it 
early enough so you can let it thaw in its 
original wrapper in the refrigerator. For 
a large turkey this may take a couple of 
days. 

If you are pressed for time put your 
turkey (still in its wrapper) under cold 
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running water 
in 5 or 6 hours. 

Some cooks like to roast turkey, breast side up, using alumi- 
num foil or a fat-moistened cheesecloth to keep the juices in. 
Aluminum foil should be laid lightly over the turkey pinching 
it in around the breast and drumsticks to anchor it. It should 
be loose enough to allow the heat to penetrate the meat. 

If the cheesecloth dries during the cooking process, moisten 
it with drippings from the bottom of the pan. Turkeys should 
be roasted on a rack at least a half inch high in a shallow open 
pan—no water. 

Few holiday turkeys are roasted without a savory stuffing. 
Many families have their favorites—some like sage, others 
may prefer cranberry or oyster—all of them with a bread base. 

When the birds are stuffed, these directions should be fol- 
lowed: Combine the ingredients just before the bird is to be 
stuffed. Dry ingredients can be measured and assembled ahead

Turkey raisers feel 
erowing pains 


} OONE COUNTY farmer Paul 

Christiansen probably echoes 
the sentiments of all 1,700 Iowa 
farmers raising turkeys when he 
says, “No doubt about it, we’re 
hurting this year.” 

The reason is obvious. Turkey 
numbers jumped a whopping 23 
percent in Iowa this year. Na- 
tionally, the increase was even 
stronger—26 percent. 

Iowa’s 9,445,000 turkeys (1961 
preliminary estimate) rank it 
third highest in the U. S. Tops 
is Minnesota with 19,132,000 for 
1961. California is second with 
18,039,000 turkeys 

Turkey production has grown 
at a remarkable rate in Iowa. 
The 1955 count was 4.5 million. 
It’s doubled in 6 years. 

Turkey consumption has in- 
creased considerably also. But 
not fast enough to keep pace 
with production. 

Iowa State’s extension econo- 
mist Lee Kolmer points out, 
“Turkey consumption has ad- 
vanced from a 3-pound per 
capita annual national level in 
19406 to 7 pounds per person 
this year.” 

The five-county central Iowa 
complex of Hamilton, Webster, 
Story, Wright, and Hardin coun- 
ties still produces the bulk of 
lowa turkeys—about one-fifth of 
the total. Top-ranking Hamilton 
sets the pace with a production 
of slightly over one million birds 
this year. 


But other areas have ex- 
panded turkey production great- 
ly in recent years. For instance 
the southeast lowa counties of 
Washington, Henry, and John- 
son are pushing up towards 2 
million birds annually. 

Plymouth, Woodbury, Chero- 
kee, and Buena Vista counties 
in northwest Iowa make up a 
third area rapidly expanding 
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in turkey production. Last year, 
Buena Vista’s count of approxi- 
mately 350,000 birds made it 
fifth ranking in the state. 
Growers enjoyed a relatively 
good year in 1960. Labor in- 
comes of $1 or more per bird 
were fairly common. This, of 
course, is the major factor be- 
hind the expanded production 
of 1961. Actually, price patterns 
the past 10 years 
fairly attractive.

But the pressure of expansion 
has caught the industry in a 
bad way this year. Prices have 
tumbled to levels fully 6-8 cents 
below a year ago. Markets this 
season are now the lowest since 
the depression days of the 
1930's. 

Christiansen’s situation is 
typical. He started raising tur- 
keys 7 years ago. “Just 100 
birds the first year and we lost 
half of those. But still had some 
profit on the batch so decided 
to try more,” says Christiansen. 

He’s up to 10,000 birds now. 
Started 5,000 in March this year, 
added another 5,000 in June. 
Death loss is negligible now. 
And with good feed, proper 
management, he’s getting 28-30 
pound toms marketed in 30 
weeks. 

“The problem is it costs us 
20 cents per pound to raise 
these turkeys, and we’re getting 
only 14-16 cents on the market,” 
says Christiansen. “But you 
can’t drop out now,” he adds.

Like most other Iowa farm- 
ers, Christiansen diversifies his 
farming program. He raises 
about 200 hogs and feeds around 
80 cattle each year. 

He comments, “The turkey, 
hog, and cattle combination fits 
our operation. By spreading 
ourselves over three different 
enterprises, our risks are les- 
sened.” 

Christiansen, along with many 
other veteran turkey growers, 
hopes this year’s disastrous 
prices will cause many of the 
newcomers to drop out of the 
turkey business 

Meanwhile, a national turkey 
marketing order was started on 
its way to adoption or rejection 
last month.

One building— 
all the way 


THE life-cycle housing concept 
may be going by the wayside 
according to Don Jedele, Uni- 
versity of Illinois extension engi- 
neer. He reports growing inter- 
est in a complete, all in one, 
farrow-finishing building. This 
is a turn-about from the trend 
of recent years when hog pro- 
ducers geared themselves to the 
idea of separate buildings for 
farrowing, starting and finishing 
hogs. 

Why the interest? Mostly it’s 
a matter of overall management 

feeding, cleaning, disease con- 
trol, and environmental prob- 
lems are more easily handled if 
pork production is centralized 
in one building. 

But there may be an economic 
advantage too particularly if 
you are not geared to an inten- 
sive, multiple farrowing sched- 
ule. Company estimates of build- 
ing costs (contracted) tells why

These figures total $87 per 
pig. Per pig costs of a farrow- 
finishing building are estimated 
at $47. 

Using these estimates, Jedele 
compares the two systems of 
housing as follows: He assumes 
6 farrowings per year thru the 
life-cycle system and figures 
first year building costs per pig 
to be $23.18.

Figuring two farrowings per 
year thru the farrow-finishing 
building puts building costs per 
pig at $23.50. So, as Jedele 
points out, unless a rigid far- 
rowing schedule is maintained, 
separate units for farrowing 
nursery, and finishing hogs may 
be more costly than all-in-one 
housing. 

Here are the various advan- 
tages farrow-finishing housing 
can offer: 

(1) Less scheduling problems. 

(2) Fewer thoro cleanings 
needed 

(3) Less “stress” on pigs. 

(4) Better and more uniform 
environmental control. 

(5) Uniform feed and water 
distribution. 

(6) Uniform manure handling 
and disposal system 

(7) “Better” disease control 

(8) Expand operation by mere- 
ly adding identical building 


Antibiotics at breeding 
boosts pig numbers 


FEEDING a high level of anti- 
biotics to sows at breeding time 
means more pigs farrowed, more 
pigs weaned 

In Missouri tests, sows receiv- 
ing antibiotics farrowed 10.4 pigs 
per litter compared to 9.4 pigs 
for those not treated. Number 
of pigs weaned per litter was 
8.6 and 7.8, in favor of the anti- 
biotic treatment. 

Sows were fed about one-half 
gram of antibiotic per head per 
day for 10 to 21 days at breed- 
ing time. Aureomycin and ter- 
ramycin have given equal re- 
sults when used for this treat- 
ment. 


Hogs gain faster on 
rolled or ground corn 


IF FASTER gains are your 
prime concern, you may want 
to switch your hogs from shelled 
corn to rolled or ground corn. 

Missouri swine specialist Le- 
land Tribble reports average 
gains for the 3 different forms 
of corn fed free choice with 
protein supplement as follows: 
rolled corn, 1.48 Ibs.; ground 
corn, 1.45 lbs.; and shelled corn, 
1.32 Ibs. 

The various treatments showed 
no difference in feed required 
per pound of gain. However, 
hogs fed corn and supplement 
free choice ate less supplement 
than hogs fed a ground complete 
mixed ration.

The birth of a 


farm chemical 


TET FARM INCOME in 1960 
* “was right at $12 billion. But 
that’s only half of what it should 
have been. Economists figure 
insects, weeds, and plant and 
animal diseases grabbed another 
$12-13 billion. 

Agriculture’s annual $12-13 
billion pest pay-off is a major 
challenge to the chemical in- 
dustry. Monsanto Chemical Com- 
pany was one of the first to ac- 
cept this challenge 

According to Dr. Richard 
Gordon, director of the agricul- 
tural research division, Mon- 
santo now ranks as third largest 
chemical company in U. §&., 
fourth in the world.

There is also the task of prov- 
ing to the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that no harmful 
residue will result in food from 
proper use of the pesticide. This 
often requires an additional 2 
years of testing 

When its label is officially ap- 
proved, the new farm chemical 
is finally ready for market. For 
the company, the job remains of 
selling the product. 

For the farmer, it is another 
tool which he will examine care- 
fully, perhaps try out warily. 
If it pays to use it, he'll have 
another weapon to add to his 
growing chemical arsenal. 

Briefly, here’s how Monsanto 
researchers bring new chemi- 
cals into agriculture: 

1. Synthesis. There are literally 
millions of chemicals that 
have never been made. Each 
year, Monsanto chemists 
“synthesize” hundreds of new 
compounds.

THE BIG DROP in hog prices is behind us. The $1.50 loss 
during October was due to heavier marketings, 10 percent 
above year ago levels. This leaves a smaller increase for 
November and December—probably 6 to 8 percent over the 
same months last year. The heavy October pork production 
nearly all moved into current consumption. There’s prac- 
tically no addition to storage stocks. Adding these factors 

up, the best guess is more or less steady 
prices for the next few weeks, followed 
by a moderate winter price recovery. 


MARKET HOGS as they reach around 

220 pounds during the next few weeks 

There’s no point in hurrying those that are 

F a month away from market. Chances are 

\ ¥ they'll be more profitable if you'll bring 

Al Bull them along on a least-cost ration. Expect 

the market to be showing some recovery by the middle of 
December. 


NOW THAT we're near the fall bottom for hog prices, it’s 
time to take a look at feeder pigs. Cost of these pigs is based 
partly on current butcher hog prices. But they’ll go to mar- 
ket after there’s been considerable recovery. 


EARLY FARROWED PIGS may have more advantage 
than usual over those coming later in spring. If you want 
to add to your herd, best bet is to buy sows or gilts bred to 
farrow in the next 2 or 3 months. 


* * * 


CATTLE NUMBERS continue to build up. Calf slaughter 
has been running consistently behind last year’s marks. Only 
a part of this is due to an increase in the number of heifer 
calves held back by dairymen. It’s difficult to tell just how 
many of the beef heifer calves will be used for increasing 
herds. Some of them may be headed for wheat pasture be- 
fore they come back on the market as feeders. Cow slaughter, 
too, has been running behind last year. Most of this is the 
result of holding over more beef cows: This has brought an 
increase in the imports of beef used for processed meats 


IN SPITE OF higher feeder cattle prices, it appears that 
more cattle will be fed in the coming year. Buyers are very 
aggressive thruout the producing areas. Prices of most 
feeders, especially calves, have strengthened thru the fall 
season. Current stage of the cattle cycle points to lower 
prices for fed animals next year. Improved demand can be 
expected to cancel out only a part of this expected decline 
This makes present feeder prices look too high to leave room 
for profit. 


* * * 

FARM WAGE RATES in lowa and the nation were gen- 
erally higher than a year ago. Over the state, the increase 
generally amounts to about 2 percent. Wages averaged about 
$165 a month with room and board, or $206 per month with 
house. Those getting a daily wage averaged $8.40 with room 
and board, or $10.30 without room and board. 


* * * 

SLAUGHTER OF SHEEP and lambs this year has been 
about 12 percent above a year earlier. This represents some 
liquidation of breeding units and a potential smaller supply 
for 1962. This should lead to better prices for the year ahead. 


. * * 

CCC IS NOW OFFERING storable, bin-site corn (No. 3 or 
better) for sale at market price. Contact your local county 
ASCS office if you want details on how to submit a bid. 
Stored corn from bin-sites may be harder and therefore less 
palatable than new corn. This disadvantage can be largely 
overcome by grinding. It will also be lower in vitamin A 
after the first year of storage. But this can be replaced thru 
a higher level of vitamin A in the supplement fed with the 
corn. With the extra vitamin A, the supplement can be ex- 
pected to cost $3 to $4 more per ton.—Al Bull
